gives them the same profits from a

Dear Andy, 

I was much saddened at the 
lapse of faith in veganism expressed in 
youi^article 'Veganism isn't the be all 
and end all'.There are some things I 
would like to offer as counterpoint to 
your argumant.Firstly,an unethical 
vegan is an anomaly,not the norm.Vegan 
-i?m is about extending equality to all 
beings,and so is ethically congruous 
with equality movements in general.lt's 
driving force is the driving force of 
feminism,anti-racism,anti-slavery,and 
even class war.Veganism taught me to 
uncover oppressive idealogies for the 
fictions that they are.Once we start 
realising that what we once thought 
normal is in fact only one idealogy 
among many,then the "natural" gap between 
rich and poor,the belief in capitalism 
fostered by society becomes open to 
contention as well.In this it does have 
something in common with at least one 
strain of straight edge. 

I admit that if a vegan exists who is 
totally ignorant of all other political 
issues,then that is sad.But if a vegan 
buys a cash crop instead of an intensivly 
farmed leg of lamb,that still strikes me 
as a better boycott. 

Allow me to be totally honest.I like to 
make non vegans feel guilty.The slaughter 
and torture of animals exists on such a 
massive scale that as a crime it rivals 
that of Auschwitz,of slavery,of misogyny. 

I will continue to write hard line 
articles until I die-and if I make one 
person vegan,if I save the lives of 10 
animals,it will all be worth it,for I 
will have changed something. 

To brush veganism under the carpet is to 
miss the point altogether.The reality of 
the meat industry is one of the biggest 
cover ups that we are subject to.Our 
job as ethical people should be to bring 
this ongoing holocaust out into the open. 

I despair when those who are told choose* 


to ignore that which disrupts their 
system of beliefs,to admit that they are 
wrong but don't change.This must be due 
to a lack of guilt.I am reminded of 
Thomas Jefferson,who admitted the misan 
-thropy of slavery while continuing to 
keep slaves.What doesn't bother me is 
people who are vegan without thinking 
about it.People kill for the table with 
-out a second thought.If someone is 
vegan without thinking about it,then they 
still aren't supporting this murder.lt 
could be argued,of course,that veganism 
is ultimately about the need to find a 
sustainable energy resoaEce to feed grow 
-ing populations,cut down on polution 
and generally extend the time of our 
existence on earth.So to belittle vegan 
-ism as irrelevant to bigger issues is 
highly questionable.I would like to 
finish with a quote from you;'I'm just 
me,an individual'-isn't that a fundamen 
-tal tenet of high capitalism? It also 
seems to be the .driving force behind 
your article.Thanks for listening.

you'Re still making political statements 
by saying,"I'm playing angry music,I'm 
obviously an angry person".But those t 
things,those political things are not 
what makes me angry,this is what makes me 
angry.Which is always wierd when they'rej 
singing about girls and stuff,and you're 
like,'Aah,she loves me.',I mean,you know, 
that's fine,it's understandable to be 
pissed off about such things,but is that 
all you're mad about? Is that what you're 
gonna limit yourself to? And for me,no. 
Granted,when I listen to punk rock I 
don't just listen to political bands,I

flyer campaigns in the past,just against 
certain things that have gone on in our 
city,but like I say in the last year I've 
slacked big time.

But you can also look at it in the joy of 
the game.If you get 10 guys together and 
we play 5 on 5,we just play.That's sport 
and I don’t see how that could possibly 
be a bad thing.It’s like we’re taught to 
compete so hard that winning is more 
important than playing well,is more 
important than sportsmanship.And to me,if 
we were taught that,let’s get a group of 
guys together and play,and have a good 
time,try and do the best that we can,try 
and win of course,but if you lose,you 
lose because someone played better than 
you.You should congratulate them and say, 
’’You rocked”,you know,as opposed to how 
it is.My brother played professional,hell 
even played one semi-pro fucking game 
and I hated the bastard.But my brother 
played pro for years and he just couldn't 
take it.There was so much bullshit,so much 


...He just wanted to play cos he loved the 
game.And it's sad to see guys that love 
the game...I’m sure most of the European 
players,most of the American players,get 
in it because they loved the game.You 
don’t expect to make money out of it.If 
you do you’re lucky,and if you do,good 
for you.But it’s sad to see our capitalist 
interest...And it boils down to the system 
,it doesn't boil down to the sport,it 
boils down to the way we look at life 
that it's fucked up.It's not the sport, 
sport’s fine.You know,a group of people 
competing against each other just to bett 
-er themselves is a wondreful thing.But 
it's how the sport’s been manipulated to 
the capitalist system,that's what’s 
fucked up.I'm not gonna blame soccer for 
that,I'm gonna blame the systeip.

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1990-The Not Quite 
Peasants Revolt 

March 31st,1990;200'000 demonstrate against the Poll Tax in London,culminating 
in the famous 'Battle of Trafalgar'.Coppers hurt,shops trashed and looted,posh 
cars burnt out,lots of arrests,etc.One of the great stories for revolutionarr 
-ies and general pissed off people to tell their grandchildren in years to 
come.Anyone who was anyone was there and came away with their own special 
stories of the day...Except of course 'Mr Jinx' himself,me! What the hell was 
I doing that day ? you ask.Marching round Harrogate with hundreds of Liberal 
Democrats,that's what! By the way,I call myself Mr Jinx when it comes to demos 
because as anyone who knows me will testify,I miss all the big kick offs,(Poll 
Tax '90,Waterloo '92,Welling ’94,CJB) and any big London demos I do go on are 
generally pretty uneventful,(Poll Tax '91,Miners '92,the 2nd CJB,etc).So if 
you're going to a big London demo and you know I'm gonna be there,and you want 
an 'interesting day',save yourself the effort,just stay at home cos you wont 
miss much. 

Anyway,even though Harrogate is a mostly middle class town,believe it or not, 
there are working class areas too,and that meant people pissed off with and 
unwilling to pay the Poll Tax.Going back a year ,before the Poll Tax was that 
big a news item,there was a small march of about 70 against the Poll Tax and 
student loans.Imagine the confused looks on shoppers faces as we paraded 
through town shouting "No to the Poll Tax,grants not loans"!

Anyway,back to the big day 
and my excuse for missing the riot,I went down there armed with a home made 
banner about Wat Tyler(The original 1381 geezer,not the ones you're thinking 
of!),and a luminous 'B0LL0X TO THE POLL TAX' T-shirt.I thought it'd be shit 
and we'd get 100 or so turn up and "Why didn't I go to London?",so I got a bit 
of a buzz when we left the pub and there was about 300 people at the meeting 
place.(Remember this is Harrogate.Spa town.Middle aged,middle class retirement 
home).As we set off I got on someones shoulders and tried to get a 'We wont 
pay...' chant going.About 3 others joined in! Most others had Labour and 
Liberal banners about protesting,but all probably gonna pay...on time too.The 
march was led by a band and it was great to see people joining us en mass as 
we wound our way through town.So many in fact that by the end of it the papers 
estimated 3000 people were there! The march ended with the predictable 
speeches about voting Labour,blah,blah...Then Arnold Warnerker,local green 
counciller(he celebrated becoming first green counciller by milking his goat 
on News At 10!) and actually quite radical,gave his speech."This should be 
good",I thought."When they ask for my poll tax,"he said,"I'll refuse to pay". 
"Excellent,so far so good",I thought."...and when they send a reminder,I still 
wont pay".Still promising."And when they summons me to court,then I'll pay,by 
cheque but I'll write 'under protest' on it.Ah ha,the bubble had burst.lt 
seemed even the so called radicals were pussies when it came to the crunch.So,I 
got home and saw the riots and sat in shocked silence!!

then along came Ethil and Edith with 'Thatcher'.It was a coat and trousers 
tied together and a balloon with a felt penned face for the head! This was all 
we%nted,a humiliation in front of the local press.Desperate for a respectable 
Thatcher I ran round all the gimmicky type shops trying to find a comedy Thatc 
-her rubber mask,but to no avail.The press had lost interest.especially as the 
cops had said they'd arrest anyone who tried to burn the effigy.Deflated,we 
didn't know what to do next.One camerman did,he stubbed his fag out on Thatch 
-er,popping her head and went home with no story.And we pretty much did the

1 BOOK REVIEW.’ALL POWER TO THE IMAGINATION!’ by Dave Douglas . 

This book is sort of in three sections.The first is basically Dave answering / 
critisism of him and unions (and the NUM in particular) by 'Wildcat , Analesys 
and a guy called Cajo.He puts up some good points and arguments about why the 
unions (again in particular the NUM as Dave has experience of this) should be 
supported by anarchists and lefties.He says OK,you’re an anarchist and anti¬ 
union but what is your alternative? What are you doing now to better the lot 
of the working class? By the sounds of it the people who critisised him 
haven’t got much of an answer.The second bit is a history of resistance and 
protest by North East miners and keelsmen(and other working class trades,but 
especially those two),in the 18th,19th and 20th centuries^to show that fight 
-ing back is a working class tradition.Some of the stories are funny as well 
R; as being inspirational.The last few pages are taken from a National Working 
| Miners Committee report (Blackleg organisation set up by the state during the 
84/85 strike).It’s a list of incidences of ’violence’ and outrages committed 
by striking miners.The list was published to get parliament to support tougher 
measures against the miners (like they could be any tougher!).The incidents 
include stuff like scabs getting cars trashed and cops getting bricked.Again f Q 
pretty inspiring and like other books by Dave,it makes me wish I was old 
enought bo have got involved to help the miners fight back against the state. 'c
